The  Board  of  Management  present  to  Members,  Sub¬ 
scribers,  and  to  all  who  have  assisted  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  Hospital,  this  52nd  Annual  Report  and  Audited 
Statement  of  Accounts  for  1940 


The  Board  has  decided,  on  the  ground  of  economy,  again 
to  condense  the  Annual  Report,  and  trusts  that  this  decision 
will  commend  itself  to  Subscribers  and  friends  of  the  Hospital. 

Other  information  usually  embodied  in  the  Report  has 
been  compiled  and  is  available  for  reference  in  the  Secretary- 
Superintendent’s  office. 

The  Hospital  and  the  War. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  be  embodied  in  and  forms  part 
of  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme.  The  number  of  beds 
available  is  shortly  to  be  increased,  at  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  by  the  opening  of  an  Annexe  of  50  beds 
at  the  St.  Agnes  Convent  School. 

During  the  year  an  Officers’  Recreation  Hut,  given  by 
Mrs.  Hotblack,  and  a  Men’s  Recreation  Room  were  opened, 
and  the  Board  acknowledges  with  grateful  thanks  the  work 
done  by  Mrs.  F.  H.  Fraser  in  furnishing  these  rooms  and  also 
the  many  activities  which  she  has  undertaken  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Hospital. 

Plans  are  in  hand  for  extending  the  Saline  Bath  Install¬ 
ation  (which  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  ways 
of  dealing  with  cases  of  burns),  for  a  Decontamination  Block, 
a  Physio-Therapy  Block,  and  for  a  Stores. 

Patients. 

Previous  records  of  the  Hospital  have  naturally  been 
surpassed  by  the  achievements  of  the  past  year.  The 
increased  accommodation  provided  under  the  Emergency 
Medical  Scheme  has  raised  the  total  of  In-patients  dealt  with 
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during  the  year  to  the  new  record  of  1428  as  against  879  for 
1939.  This  total  was  made  up  of  700  local  civilian  cases  and 
728  Emergency  Medical  Scheme  cases,  the  latter  including  all 
Service  and  Civilian  Air-raid  Casualty  patients. 

The  X-Ray  Department  showed  an  increase  at  1502 
examinations. 

Income  and  Expenditure. 

The  increase  in  income  shown  in  the  accounts  is  chiefly 
due  to  interim  payments  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in 
respect  of  Service  and  Civilian  Air-raid  Casualties,  but  these 
payments  are  subject  to  adjustment  on  presentation  of  final 
accounts  to  the  Ministry. 

Correspondingly,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  expend¬ 
iture  due  to  increase  in  Staff,  higher  prices  of  all  commodities 
and,  latterly,  the  incidence  of  the  Purchase  Tax. 

We  earnestly  hope  that  our  friends  and  Subscribers  will 
continue  their  support. 

Acknowledgments. 

The  Board  tenders  its  most  sincere  thanks  to  the  num¬ 
erous  friends  of  the  Hospital  who  have  assisted  financially, 
by  personal  service,  or  by  gifts  in  kind. 

The  appreciation  of  the  Board  is  extended  to  the  members 
of  the  Honorary  Consultant  Staff  and  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  for  their  valuable  services,  and  also  to  the  Matron, 
Nursing  and  Domestic,  and  Administrative  Staffs,  for  the 
splendid  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  respective 
duties. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Chairman  of  the  East 
Grinstead  Urban  District  Council  a  large  unexploded  German 
Bomb  which  was  dropped  near  to  the  Hospital  was  exhibited 
at  the  Radio  Centre  Cinema  and  elsewhere  with  the  result 
that  the  Hospital  benefitted  to  the  extent  of  £78  ! 

A  much-needed  Portable  X-Ray  Plant  was  presented  to 
the  Hospital  by  the  Whitaker  Trust,  through  the  kind  offices 
of  Mr.  F.  J.  O.  Prescott,  and  the  Board  record  with  gratitude 
their  appreciation  of  this  generous  gift.

Six  Single  bed  Private  Wards  have  been  provided  for  the  benefit 
of  those  persons  who,  while  of  limited  means,  are  above  the  limit  of 
income  of  patients  generally  admitted  to  a  Voluntary  Hospital,  and 
also  for  those  persons  who  need  such  special  investigation  or  treatment 
as  can  only  be  given  at  a  fully-equipped  Hospital.  The  charges  are 
from  £7/7/0  per  week.  Extra  sums  are  charged  for  use  of  Operating 
Theatre,  Pathological  and  X-Ray  examinations,  massage,  and  so  forth. 

Patients  may  be  attended  by  their  private  medical  attendant  ; 
the  services  of  members  of  the  Specialist  Staff  are,  of  course,  available 
to  them.  All  medical  fees  are  a  matter  for  arrangement  between 
patient  and  doctor. 

Patients  may  be  visited  daily  between  2  and  4  p.m.  and  otherwise 
by  special  arrangement.  Tea  will  be  supplied  to  visitors  if  notice  is 
given  to  the  Sister  in  Charge,  at  a  charge  of  1/-  each.
